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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to a spin cleaning system, classified in class 134, 
subclass 137+. 

II. Claim 5, drawn to a method for cleaning a closed end cartridge filter, 
classified in class 134, subclass 33. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions of Group I and Group II are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed can be practiced by hand, i.e. 
manually holding the filter cartridge while directing a pressurized stream of air on the 
cartridge surface or shaking the cartridge while manually holding it. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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5. During a telephone conversation with Mr. R. Main, esq., on 10/23/2002 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claim 1-4. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claim 5 withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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9. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dudley et 
al (U.S. 5,989,419). 

Dudley teaches a spinner, which comprises a pair of freely rotatable spindle 
assemblies with gripping elements for attachment to opposite ends of a cylindrically 
shaped cartridge filter; a rubber foot bearing, provided at one end of one of the pair of 
spindle assemblies; a handle bearing, provided at one end of the other of the pair of 
spindle assemblies. The system of Dudley is self centering and provides for freely spin 
of filter cartridge (col. 5, lines 27-42). The cleaning action is accomplished by centrifugal 
action (col.5, lines 47-48). 

The teaching of Dudley differs from the instant claim 1 by providing conical 
gripping elements, which continuously contact the top and bottom ends of cartridge filter 
instead of three-point gripping, as instantly claimed. However, one skilled in the art at 
the time the invention was made would have found it obvious to utilize three point 
gripping in lieu of conical gripping elements in the teaching of Dudley in order to provide 
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swing free guidance while installing and fixing cylindrical filter of Dudley for further 
cleaning. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 2-4 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: while teaching a spinner with freely rotatable spindle assemblies and gripping 
elements for attachment to opposite ends of a cylindrically shaped cartridge filter, 
Dudley does not anticipate or suggest fairly specific elements and configuration of a 
three point gripping mechanism, such as a threaded hub attached with pivots to each of 
the gripper arms, a cap hub, attached to the gripper arm, grasping the filter with gripper 
arm over its outside perimeter. 

No other prior art that anticipates or suggests fairly the above indicated 
limitations has been located as of the date of this office action. 

12. Applicant should note that additional prior art cited in PTOL-892 shows general 
state of the art.
